Ind ianapolis, April 26 .—The Ind iana 
Repu blican state conv ention was call­ 
ed to ord er this afternoon at 2 o’clock 
by Jam es P. Good rich, chairm an of the 
state com m ittee.

the d elegates being crowd ed by the 
throng which had gathered to hear the 
afternoon speechm aking. The conv en­ 
tion was form ally opened with pray er 
by the Rev . C. T. Tru by of the F irst 
P resby terian chu rch of W inchester. 
Mr. Good rich d id not attem pt a lengthy 
speech, simply stating the object of 
the m eeting and calling for the elec­ 
tion of perm anent officers of the con­ 
v ention. 
Hon. Jam es E. W atson was 
elected 
perm anent 
chairm an 
and 
H arry Strohm , a K entland new spaper 
man, 
was 
elected 
perm anent 
sec­ 
retary . 
Congressm an W atson was greeted 
with a storm of applau se when he as­ 
su med the gav el, and his ad d ress, 
which was one of the longest ev er d e­ 
liv ered on a like occasion, receiv ed the 
closest attention of his v ast au d ience. 
The chairm an’s ad d ress was mainly 
confined to a rev iew of the work of the 
Repu blican party in state and nation, 
with prom ises of w hat that party in­ 
tend ed d oing in the fu tu re.

with a eu logy of the present state and 
national ad m inistrations, not forget­ 
ting word s of warm praise for the In­ 
d iana m em bers of congress and the 
part they are taking in national legis­ 
lation.

Caleb Pow ers, accu sed of com plicity 
in the Goebel m u rd er and who is now 
u nd er sentence of d eath in K entu cky , 
conv icted on the flim siest kind of c ir­ 
cu m stantial ev id ence by a ju ry of op­ 
posite politics, has w ritten the follow ­ 
ing pathetic and appealing letter to 
to the R epu blicans of Ind ia na ; 
“ It griev es me v ery m u ch, ind eed , 
to be forced to call u pon sister States 
for financial aid , bu t I hav e fou ght 
for ov er fou r y ears a relenltess and 
pow erfu l 
m onied 
prosecu tion, 
and 
d u ring all this 
tim e I hav e been 
w rongfu lly d epriv ed of my liberties, 
hou nd ed and d enou nced as an assasin.

in the military b ull pen at Telluride. 
The opinion of the question of ad­ 
mitting Moyer to b ail was delivered 
b y Justice Steele. 
It is in part: 
“In 
the case at the b ar, the respondent 
General Bell declares that he detains 
the petitioner as a military necessity 
and that he has b een commanded b y 
the governor not to surrender the pe­ 
titioner either on writ of hab eas cor­ 
pus or otherwise. 
“If the lib erty of the petitioner alone 
were involved, wTe should prob ab ly re­ 
solve the doub t in his favor, admit him 
to b ail and determine the question of 
jurisdiction afterward, b ut the head 
of the executive department of the 
state has stated in the return to the 
writ that in 
his solemn judgment 
peace and tranquility cannot b e speed­ 
ily restored to the county of San Mig­ 
uel unless the petitioner remains In 
the custody of the mifitary authorities. 
Therefore the matter involved affects 
not only the lib erty of the petitioner, 
b ut the peace of the people of San 
Miguel and incidentally the tranquility 
of the people of the entire state. 
“To admit the petitioner to b ail b e­ 
fore we have determined the main 
question would, It seems, to us, b e in­ 
vading the legitimate province of the 
executive department, and that we are 
restrained from doing b y the funda­ 
mental law/' 
The supreme court also granted the 
application of Adjutant Bell and Cap­ 
tain Bulkeley Welles for a writ of su­ 
persedeas to stay the execution of the 
Judgment of District Judge Theron 
Stevens of Ouray, declaring Bell and 
Welles in contempt of court and fining 
them each $500 for failing to produce 
the person of Moyer in court in an­ 
swer to the writ of hab eas corpus is­ 
sued b y Judge Stevens.
